He notes, "Among those totally dedicated to the service of the Gospel, are priests, 
called to preach the Word of God, administer the Sacraments, especially the Eucharist and 
Reconciliation, committed to helping the lowly, the sick, the suffering, the poor, and those who 
experience hardship in areas of the world where there are, at times, many who still have not 
had a real encounter with Jesus Christ." (Letter for World Day of Prayer for Vocations, 2008) 

In addition to priests, consecrated men and women have served as heroic witnesses to 
the Gospel in our time. In his letter, the Pope further states in his letter, "There have always 
been in the Church many men and women who, prompted by the action of the Holy Spirit, 
choose to live the Gospel in a radical way, professing the vows of chastity, poverty and 
obedience." 

It is for the good of the Church and for the salvation of the world that we foster, within 
our parish communities and within our Catholic families, an environment that assists all 
people, especially the young, to discover their particular call to holiness. Our daily efforts at 
prayer for vocations and this special occasion. The World Day of Prayer for Vocations, are 
absolutely essential to creating the environment in which vocations to priesthood and 
consecrated life flourish.

Known for his outspokenness, he 
aimed attacks at the evils of the government, and especially at the cruelty and unbridled lust of 
King Boleslaus II. In fact, the Bishop had the King excommunicated for his unrepentant acts. 
The King was so outraged at the Bishop that he ordered his soldiers to kill him. When they 
refused, the King himself killed the Bishop while the he was celebrating Mass.
